Loud’s Bill Krnecked Out—Vest Lec- 
tures on Agriculture. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT 2 ORT.] 


WASHINGTON, March 3\—During 
almost the entire session today, the 
Senate had under consideration the 
Alaskan Homestead and. Right-of-Way 
Bill. One of the features of the discus- 
sion was a speech delivered by Mr. 
Vest of Missouri, in which he ridiculed 
the idea of homesteading any part of 
Alaska or constructing railroads in 
that district. His motion to eliminate 
the homestead feature of the bill by 
striking out the first section, was de- 
feated. 

The Loud Bill to correct alleged 
abuses of the second-class mail-matter 
privilege, which last year passed the 
House by a majority of 144 to 104, was 
buried -under by~an overwhelming ma- 
jority by the House today. The vote 
was not taken directly on the bill, but 
on a motion to lay it on the table. By 
a vote of 162 to 119, the motion was 
carried. Forty-seven Republicans 
joined with the Democrats and Popu- 
‘lists in accomplishing this result, and 
ten Democrats voted with the major- 
ity of Republicans.

FIFTY-FIFTH CONGRESS. 
REGULAR SESSION.

WASHINGTON, March 3.—SENATE. 
The resolution providing for a Con- 
gressional investigation into the mur- 
der of the postmaster at Lake City, 
S. C., and his family, and the burning 
of his home was laid before the Sen- 
ate today. 

Mr. Lodge of Massachusetts sent to 
the clerk's desk to have read a com- 
mufiication from William Henry Fer- 
ris of the Harvard Divinity School, 
giving the proceedings of a mass meet- 
ing of colored citizens of Boston, held 
February 28, to.express abhorrence of 
the action of the South Carolina mob. 

Mr. Allen of Nebraska charged Mr. 
Lodge with introducing politics into 
the discussion of the resolution, and 
thought the communication ought not 
to be read by the clerk. The com- 
munication was read, however, and 
then Mr. Lodge said that there was no 
question of. politics in the communica- 
tion, so far as he: was aware. The act 
referred to, he said, met with the rep- 
rebation of men of all parties, and he 
would not, in any way, introduce poli- 
tics into it. ‘ 

Mr. McLaurin of Southern Carolina 
said he had hoped the resolution would 
g0 to the committee without discussion. 
The State authorities of South Caro- 
lina were exceedingly active in their 
investigation of the crime, and he was 
assured that every effort was being 
made to bring the perpetrators of the 
outrage to justice. He then had read 
a clipping from the Columbia, S. C., a 
State newspaper, to show that the 
people of South Carolina were not in 
Sympathy with those who committed 
the crime, but keenly reprobated it. 

Mr. Hawley of Connecticut said the 
crime was clearly brought within Fed- 
eral jurisdiction by the fact that it 
was a Federal official who had been 
murdered, and government property 
that had been destroyed. He expressed 
the opinion that the Federal authori- 
ties ought to maintain a close watch 
upon the proceedings. 
was then referred to the Committee on

VEST ON AGRICULTURE. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, March 3.—The mo- 

tion of Mr. Hoar of Massachuseits to 
non-concur in the House amendment 
to the Bankruptcy Bill, was laid. before 
the Senate, and Mr. Stewart of Nevada 
resumed his speech upon the House 
measure. 
Phage the conclusion of his speech 
the Senate conferees be instructed to 
insist upon the Senate bill. The resolu- 
tion created some debate of a parlia- 
mentary character. Mr.. Stewart then 
withdrew his resolution, and Mr. Hoar’s 
motion to non-concur jin the House 
amendments to the Bankruptcy Bill, 
andthat a committee of conference be 
appointed, was adopted. The Vice- 
President appointed Messrs. Hoar, Nel- 
son and Lindsay. ‘ 

The Alaskan Homestead and Right- 
of-Way Bill was then taken up, and 
Mr. Turner of Washington addressed 
the Senate. He recognized, he said, 
the necessity of some such legislation 
as that proposed, because while 100,- 
000 adult Americans were preparing to 
go into Alaska, and if proper transpor- 
tation facilities were not provided, it 
would be a cruel and_ short-sighted 
policy. He said he believed the meas- 
ure proposed by the committee was 
generally fair, and, with some 
amendments, would be an excellent 
bill. In his opinion the bill sufficiently 
hedged about the transportation tom- 
panies, as the restrictions placed upon 
them by the bill were even more severe 
than those placed on them by the gen- 
eral law. 

To meet a point advanced by Mr. 
Turner, Mr. Carter of Montana, in 
charge of the bill, offered a committee 
amendment retaining the first section 
of the House bill, except wherein it 
provides for the approval of the Presi- 
modified the committee 
amendment with a provision that no 
entry shall be allowed extending more 
than forty rods along the shore of 
any navigable water, and along such 
shore a space of at least forty rods 
shall be reserved from entry from such 
claims. The committee amendment 
was adopted. 

After the section was amended, Mr. 
Vest of Misouri moved to strike out 
the entire section. He~ said frankly 


that he desired to test the sense of the 


Senate on the proposition to extend the 
homestead laws to the district of 
Alaska. So far as the construction of 
railroads was concerned, it would be a 
most difficult and expensive undertak- 
ing. If constructors could ‘find valleys 
for their railroads they would be met 
with all sorts of difficulties and dan- 
gers. He thought that after the ephem- 
eral gold-seeking rush hed _ subsided 


there would be no possible reason for 


the construction of railways in Alaska. 

Mr. Vest ridiculed the report made by ' 
Rev. Dr. Sheldon -Jackson upon the 
agriculture of Alaska. 

“Alaska,” déclared Mr. Vest; “is not 
an agricultural section. It can never 
be made one. I speak from personal 
knowledge, and not from government 
reports.” . 

He said that in that great section, 
two and one-half times larger than 
the State of Texas and ten times 
larger than the State of Georgia, there 
was act farm, yet the report 
of Dr. Jackson extensively pictured the 
wonderful potatoes and the remarkable 
cabbages produced there. 

Mr. Vest said he knew something of 
those potatoes amd cabbages. The po- 
tatoes were large and full of water, 
nothing else. He saw, he said, cab- 
bages that spread over the ground like 
the blanket of Sancho Panza, and cau- 
lilower that weighed twenty-five 


pounds; yet, when they weré cut, they 


contained nothing but water. As to 
the grasses which Dr. Jackson referred 
to so eloquently, it was ‘vegetable 
blasphemy” to compare them with the 
blue grass of Kentucky. He thought 
the purchase of Alaska for $7,590,000 
had been made recklessly and heed- 
lessly. Since 1881 it had cost the gov- 
ernment $441,000, and “Rev. Sheldon 
Jackson, D.D. and LL.D., missionary 
to the Aleuts and manager rein- 
deer, $20,000 for spending. his winters 
in Washington and. his, Sdmmers in 
Alaska.”

Mr. White (Rep.) of North Carolina, 
the only colored member of the House, 
asked ananimous consent for the con- 
sideration of the following resolution: 

“Whereas, on or about February 21, 
one hundred or more armed men fired 
upon and killed the postmaster at Lake 
City, S. C., killing one of the family 
besides, and wounding several others, 
and burning all their effects, and, 
whereas, the said family is now suffer- 
ing even for means for medical treat- 
ment, and for other necessaries of life. 

“Resolved, by the Senate and House, 
that the sum of $1000 is hereby appro- 
priated and made immediately avail- 
able for the relief of the said family. 

Speaker Reed put the request of Mr. 
White, and Mr. Bartlett (Dem.,) of 
Georgia demanded the regular order. 
Many of the Republican members 
cried out, “No! no!” but the Georgia 
member did not yield. 

“The gentleman from Georgia de- 
mands the regular order,’ said the 
Speaker. “That is equivalent to an ob- 
jection.” | 

The consideration of the Loud Bill 
was then resumed.

allowed to return to publishers at the 
pound-rate unsold publications, bur 
shall pay postage at the rate of 1 cent 
for four ounces.

Secretary Long Has a Talk With 
Naval Chairman Bonutelle. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 

WASHINGTON, March 3.—Secretary 
Long spent a good portion of the morn- 
ing in communication with Chairman 
Boutelle of the House Nava] Commit- 
tee. He denied himself to all callers, 
and from time ‘to time sent for the 
various bureau chiefs of the depart- 
ment, a pretty clear indication thut 
Mr. Boutelle was being supplied with 
such information as the department 
could supply as to the immediate 
heeds of the naval ‘service. 

Up to noon no word had come to the 
the department from the court of in- 
quiry at Key West. It is said the court 
is not obliged to inform the depart- 
ment as to when it has concluded this 
branch of the inquiry, nor is it neces- 
sary to seek permission of, the depart- 
ment to return to Havana. The or- 
ders under which the court is operat- 
ing carry sufficient authority for 
change of base at any moment, though 
the department may be informed as 2 
matter of courtesy. If the pregress of 
the inquiry at Havana depends upon 
the work of the wreckers, as seems to 
be the case, for nothing of substantial 
importance can be achieved until the 
heavy debris is removed from _ the 
wreck, considerable delay must inevit- 
ably occur. To tow the large derricks 


} from Boston and New York to Havana 


is never a speedy, and seldom a safe 
undertaking. 
As a matter of fact the Derrick Chief 
at Norfolk is now storm-bound, just 
inside the Chesapeake capes, although 
it was fully expected that by this time 
she would be far below Hatteras. This 
makes it improbable that the derrick 
can reach Havana. Harbor and. get at 
work much before the middle of next 
week. As for the big derrick Monarch, 
which is exepected to raise the tur- 
rets and extremely heavy 
from the*hull, the date for her sailing 


has inquired on that point. 

Some private letters are coming to 
Washington from officers in Havana, 
but while they have something to say 
touching the Maine explosion, it cannot 
be seen that the statements are based 
upon any recent and generally-known 
developments. 

A substantial evidence of sympathy 
for the survivors of the Maine and 
the families of the victims came to 
hand at the Navy Department today 
in the shape of a check for $500 from 
President Dole of Hawaii. ‘The money 
was turned into the Maine relief fund. 

It is denied at the Navy Department 
that any request has been made upon 
the Newport News Ship-Building Com- 
pany to ,hasten the launching of the 
battleships Kearsarge and Kentucky, 
set for the 244th of this month. All that 
the department has tone in the mat- 
ter is to authorize’a delay of ten days 
in the execution of the contract for 
dredging the Norfolk navy yard, in 
order that the contractor might em- 
ploy his plant to clear away the silt 
that has accumulated in front of the 
launching ways upon which the two 
big battleships now lie. The contrac- 
tor will get at this work March 14, and 
must finish by the 24th. It is said at 
the department that no purpose would 
be served by hastening the launching 
of the battleships, as a large pari of 
the fitting-out of a ship is more speed- 
ily performed while she is on the ways 
than when she is afloat. 

These two battleships, .the largest 
ever built for the United States navy, 
are to be completed and turned over to 
the government within ten months un- 
der tHe terms of the contract, if fin- 
ished, They are now under censtruc- 
tion. by the Newport News Ship-build- 
ing Company, and are to be launched 
on the 24th inst. On the Ist of Febru- 
ary, the monthly statement issued by 
the Burean of Construction showed 
them to be 55 per cent. finished. 

The. company, a prominent naval 
officer said today, would have tod work 
hard and disregard the eight-hour-day 
rule in order to complete them in con- 
tract time. The coal-mining companies 
throughout the country, especially 
those near the seaboard, have been 
prompt in their offers to the Navy De- 
partment to furnish coal in the event 


of trouble with Spain, and the depart- 


ment has taken steps to ascertain the 
probable supply and its location, ete., 
available in the case of an emergency. 
This comes under the duties of the 
Bureau of Equipment, and, aside from 
the steps above noted, the officials 
Will not admit that anything unusual

Moreover, it was 
pointed out. the loss occurred while 
these men were in the service of the 
United States.. On the other hand, it 
was contended that Japan always 
jealously guarded her citizens abroad, 
and that in this instance she might 
occupy the same ground as the United 
States in seeking such redress as 
would be appropriate to ‘the case as 
finally. established. In this connection 
it was recalled that Japan’s relations 
to the Philippines were analogous to 
our relations to Cuba, While these 
lines of comment were set on foot, by.

The State Department received a call 
today from Sefior du Bosc the Spanish 
Charge d’Affaires, this being diplo- 
matic day.

Ready for Shipment,

NEW YORK, March 3.—A dispatch to 
the Tribune from Havana says: 

“The leading facts of the Maine dis- 
aster are all now in the possession of 
he naval board. The divers have con- 
inued their work during the absence 
of the board at Key West. They have 
discovered nothing to change the evi- 
dence first gathered which showed, ap- 
parently, that the explosion was ex- 
ternal. heir examination this week 


has extended alongside the plates and 


they have .penetrated forward well 
into the bow. All they find is merely 
confirmatory of what was previously 
discovered. Capt. Sampson and his as- 
sociates were especially anxious to 
await further work by the divers, to de- 
termine whether or not mistakes had 
been made in any particular. Noth- 
ing has been found to indicaie a mis- 
take. On the contrary, the more thor- 
oughly the hull is examined, the more 
convincing appears the original evi- 
dence of explosion from without. 
“How long the board will take to 
formulate its conclusions on this point 
can better be judged in Washington 
than in Havana. Notwithstanding the 
permission given by the United States 
government for Spanish divers. to ex- 
amine the wreck, the investigation. by 
the Spanish authorities ofthe. co di- 


tion of the ship as it lies in the watet 
proceeds slowly. They seemed to be in 


no hurry to learn the facts about ‘the 
hull, magazines and other matters, 
which were first to engage the attention 
of the naval board. The government, 
has, however, taken considerable testi- 
mony of persons who were in the har- 
bor on the night of the explosion. It 
gives much weight to the testimony 
of those who say they saw flames issu- 
ing from the Maine before the ship was 
wrecked by explosion. 

“The underStandng in Havana is 
that the naval board will be emphatic 
in exonerating Capt. Sigsbee and ‘the 
officers of the Maine from the implica- 
tion of negligence, lack of discipline or 
responsibility for the disaster. The 
board will be able to go further and 
‘show not only that there was no acci- 
dent which could have been prevented, 
but also no basis for the theories of 
accident from an unknown’cause. How 
far it will go in the assertion of. posi- 
tive proof that the Maine was blown 
up is for the present a speculative 
question. The prevalent impression is 
that the board has evidence of the 
deed, without the means of finding out 
who committed it. It is incumbent on 
the Spanish government to find that 
out.

SCHOONER CAPSIZED AND NINE 
PERSONS DROWNED. 


The Speedwell Struck by a Squall 
Of Marquesas, Fla.—Entire Fam- 
ily of Bradley Nichols Perishes.

KEY WEST (Fla.,) March 3.—The 
schooner Speedwell, Capt. Collier, from 
Marco, Fla., for Key West, was struck 
by a squall today while off Marquesas,

Those saved are Capt. Collier, Samuel 
Kates, deck hand; Jesse Green, deck 
hand, and R. W. Bates of Myers, Fla., 
a passenger.

to have been well-to-do. All had been |]. 


aying for a month or two at a small 
hotel kept by Capt. Collier at Marco, 
and they were on their way home. 

The survivors say the Speedwell was 
making slow headway this morning 
against a head wind. About 7 o’clock 
Capt. Collier was at the wheel, and the 
Nichols family and the Collier children 
were in the cabin asleep. Suddenly a 
squall came howling: up abeam. 
Kates and Green rushed to take in sail. 
As the jib flapped loose, the squall 
caught the schooner and blew her over 
on the port side. Collier, the deck hand, 
and Mr. Bates were swept into the sea, 
but caught the rigging just in time to 
save themselves. The wind, rain and 
waves drowned the cries of the im- 
prisoned Nichols family and the Collier 
children. They were penned in down 
below like rats. The wife of young 
Nichols rose to the _ skylight. She 
waved her hand to the men, and that 
The elder 
Nichols was the only one to get out of 
the cabin, but wah was swept away and 
drowned. 

The men who acai lashed them- 
selves to the rigging. After the sea 
subsided they got the dingy loose, 
bailed her out with a hat, 
athwart into two pieces, and with 
these for oars rowed toward Marque- 
sas. After going three miles they were 
picked up exhausted by a fishing sloop 
and brought here about 4 o’clock this 
afternoon.

AMOUNTING TO FIVE AND A HALF 
MILLION TONS 


Passed Through Canada in Bond 
Last Year—All Kinds of Prod- 
ucts from Every State and Ter- 
ritory in the Union—Treasury 
Department, 


WASHINGTON, March 3.—In view 
of the numerous inquiries by members 
of Congress and others, and the in- 
creasing interest in the subject, the 
Treasury Department has prepared a 
comprehensive statement, showing the 
amount of domestic merchandise of the 
United States which, during the calen- 
dar year 1897, passed through Canada 
in bond from one pojnt in the United 
States to another. 

The statement shows that the law 
authorizing these shipments is in nv 
sense local in its application to points 
on the Canadian frontier. On 
contrary, it shows that every State 
and Territory in the Union has. con- 
tributed to the totals in one rg both 
directions. 

The amount of domestic miarenatiid 
of the United States so shipped during 
the year is shown to have been 5,351,35v 
tons, requiring for its transportation 
443,875 cars. The merchandise is classi- 
fied as follows: 

Agricultural products, 2,090,374 tons: 
animal products, 1,174,156 tons; products 
of mines, 665,761 tons; products ot 
forests, 295,987 tons: manufactures, 844,- 
900 tons; miscellaneous, 280,173 tons. 

The amount of merchandise shippea 
from the following States and Terri- 
tories is given in tons: California, 
5088; Idaho, 268; Montana, 5098: North 
Dakota, 319; Oregon, 2953; South Da- 
kota, 731; Utah, 23; New Mexico, 46¥, 
and Oklahoma, 80. 


MILITARY _ ENTHUSIASM. 


Nicaragua and Costa Rica Arming 
for the Fray. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

NEW YORK, March 4.—A special to 
the Herald from San José, Costa Rica, 
indicates that war beittween Costa Rica 
and Nicaragua is unavoidable. Costa 
Rica is completely cut off from tele- 
graphic communication with the out- 
side world, as the only station working 
in gonjunction with the Colombian 
government lines is San Juan del Sur, 
Nicaragua. 

The Herald's correspondent writes 
from San José that the wires from there 
to San Juan are in good condition, but 
that the government refuses to permit 


| the transmission of messages—commer- 


cial, diplomatic or otherwise. The situ- 
ation is really grave. 
hurrying to the front daily. The corre- 
spondent adds that there is great en- 
thusiasm in San José from the gray- 
haired veterans of Walker’s time to 
the beardless youths of the present 
day. 

A corps of 1000 volunteers left San 
José February 28 for Sapoa, a peace- 
ful town on the frentier, whose citi- 
zens never showed their warlike spirit 
until last September, when the first 
warcloudsearose out of the arrest in 
Nicaragua of Consul- General: Berhe of 
Costa Rica. 

Costa Rica then had less than 2000 
men under arms. Now she has nearly

CANADIAN OFFICIALS. 
Serious Trouble Feared from At- 


tempts to Collect Duty on White 
_ and Chilcoot Passes. 


‘FIVE STEAMERS BRING NEWS. 


REPORTS OF HARDSHIPS. AND 
DEATH MUCH EXAGGERATED. 


Working on the Corona—Trotuble at 
Skaguay With Longshoremen—A 
General Thaw Sends Hun- 
dreds Over the Trails. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

SEATTLE (Wash.,) March 3.—Five 
steamers arrived from Alaska today, 
the Utopia, Hueneme, Del Norte, Pro- 
tection and Queen. The Queen brought 
the latest news, having left Skaguay 
last Sunday. The most important news 
brought down was a confirmation of 
previous reports that the Canadian offi- 
cials had raised the British flag on 
what is regarded as American soil, and 
the trouble at Skaguay with long- 
shoremen who objected to Indians un- 
loading freight from steamers. The 
presence of United States troops alone 
prevented serious trouble. 

It is feared that serious trouble will 
grow out of the Canadians’ attempt to 
collectduty on the summit of the White 
and Chileat passes, and the Americans 
will resist the payment of duty on 
what they consider American ground. 
Another complication will result from 
the various tramways which are be- 
ing constructed to carry freight over 
the passes. The officials of these tram- 
Ways are reported to have declared 
that any interruption with their con- 
struction work or any attempt to exer- 
cise any right of ownership will be re- 
sisted. It is thought. at Dyea and 
Skaguay that the movements of the 
American authorities will be to claim 
sovereignty over those two places. 
Last summer the boundary line was at 
Lake Bennett, then at Lindermann, 
and now at the summit of the moun- 
tains, which is only about twenty miles 
from salt water. 

Two days before the Queen left 
Skaguay, the wind, which had blown 
from the north continuously for seven 
weeks, shifted and began to blow from 
the southwest, causng a general thaw 
to set in. The change in the weather 
caused hundreds of people who had

a general exodus from both towns was 
taking place. Both trails are reported 
in excellent condition. 

On the trip down the Queen passed 
the Cottage City a short distance south 
of Wrangel Narrows. 
had evidently had trouble as her bow 
-was smashed in and covered with can- 
vas to keep out the water. News is 
brought by the Queen that the ship 
Corona, which went ashore on a reef 
off Lewis Island on the morning of 
the 23d of January, will be raised to- 
day. Two pumps were: to be put to 
work this morning, when it was ex- 

pected the Corona will be floated. The 

ship Lucille, bearing the government 
rks. is slowly wending her way 
northward in tow of the tug Monarch. 
She was spoken by the Queen near 
Kennedy Island and reported: all well 
on board. 

THAT BRITISH 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
SEATTLE (Wash.,) March 3.—E. R. 
Knapp of Boston, Mass., who arrived 
here today: from Skaguay, authorizes 
the statement that the Canadian au- 
thorities raised the British flag on: the 
summit of the White Pass Saturday, 
February 26. This has _ heretofore 
been considered American territory. 
Knapp’s authority for the statement 


- |is the foreman of the Humbert Trans- 


portation Company. He reported the 
affair to Knapp, who is connected with 
the company, just before the latter 
left Skaguay. In reference to, the re- 
port that martial law had been pro- 
claimed at Skaguay, Knapp said that 
when he lefit last no action had been 
taken, neither was it anticipated. 

Knapp also said that the reports 
of death at Dyea, Skaguay and on the 
trails had been very much exagger- 
ated. He had made a personal exami- 
nation, anc ascertained that since No- 
vember there ‘have been ‘nineteen 
Ceaths at Skaguay and thirteen ax 
Dyea. This is not at all large, con- 
sidering. the population at the two 
places. The report that two men ?rom 
Dawson had perished on. the White 
Pass with a large amount of gold dust 
on them, is said by Knapp to havé 
no foundation. The. rivalry between 
the towns of Skaguay and Dyea is 
characverized by Knapp as being at 
‘“‘white heat,’’ and this is the reason, 
he thinks, that so many exaggerated 
stories of death are sent 
out. Each town doing all it can 
‘to throw the other. 

IS CANADA’S TERRITORY. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

VANCOUVER (B..C.,) Maroh 3.— 
Commissioner A. B. Perry of the 
Northwest mounted police, who  re- 
turned from Lake Bennett this morn- 
ring, said: “I was present when the 
British flag was hoisted at Summit 
Lake. The police are collecting duties 
there. Summit Lake is Canadian ter- 
ritory, and is not even disputed by the 
United States government.”

REINDEER AND LAPLANDERS. 


Rushed by Train Through Chicago 
en Route to Alaska. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 
CHIGAGO, March 3.—The two train- 
loads of reindeer and Laplanders 
which have been brought from Nor- 
way by the United States government, 
to be used in expeditions to Alaska, 
arrived today in Chicdgo, over’ the 
Pennsylvania Railroad,. and were at 
once started oon their way to the 
Northwest over the Chicago, Milwaukee 

and St. Paul. 

It was the first intention of the of- 
ficers to stop the trains at the Union 
stockyards long enough to feed the 
animals and give them a rest, but 
this plan was finally abandoned. The 
trains were scheduled through from 
Pittsburgh to Chicago in seventeen 
hours. There are twenty-two cars of 
deer, one car of sledges, eleven cars 
of moss, two cooking and two tourist 
cars. There were 547 deer and 118 peo- 
ple. Besides Lieut. Devore, who is in 
charge of the trains, A. W. Gumuer 
of the War Department was aboard 
the train. 

Those who peered through the grat- 
ings of the stock cars in which the 
fleet-footed animals were quarterea, 
were disappointed in not. beholding 
beasts with great horns. The creatures 


were all dehorned, either on ‘their voy- | 


age to this country or before. They 
resembled Illinois steers more than the 
sledging animals which have a place 
in the history of perilous expeditions. 

A rumor was started that the gov- 
ernment hed abandoned the purpose 
for which these reindeer and their att- 
tendants are intendéd, and-that - the 
whole outfit would be left in Chicago. 
C. Bird, general traffic manager, ct 
the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paui, 
however, said that even if they were 
not wanted, they would be rushed on 
to the Pacific Coast and Alaska. They 
could not live here more than a short 
time.

Mr. Cox stated to the reporter for 
the Associated Press that his visit was 
purely an unofficial one, as he had had 
a representative here all the time and 

was kept well informed. 

DEFENSE RESTS.

WILKESBARRE, March 3.—‘'I fired 
one shot,’”’ said Charles J. Haens this 
afternoon. He was the first of the 
deputies to admit that he had shot. 
He told how he had seen at West Haz- 
leton, Deputy Platt level his gun ata 
striker who was picking up a stone. 
He told the story of the shooting at 
Latimer. On  cross-examination he 
said he did not aim at any point of 
the men’s bodies. 

Sheriff Martin was recalled and 
asked if he observed any weapons on 
the strikers at West Hazleton. He an- 
swered that he saw three men with 


drawn revolvers. On cross-examination 


he said he did not converse with any 
of them, nor did he arrest them. 
Asked if any of.the men’ line at 
Latimer had not been sworn in as 
deputies hé said: ‘Well, there were 
not many who had not been sworn in.” 
He could not tell how many. 

T. M. Conifee said that on the night 
of the shooting he met Sheriff Martin 
in the Courthouse about 8 o'clock. The 
Sheriff had a bruise on his .cheek and 
a scratch on his neck. This was the 
last witness for the defense, and when 
he left the stand Attorney Lanahan 
announced the closing. 

Dist.-Atty.. Martin said he had six 
or eight witnesses in rebuttal, whom 
he would have in court in the morning. 
Court then adjourned.

THE PATRICIDE IS FINALLY: 
BROUGHT TO TRIAL. 


Efforts to Show That the Old Man 
Shot at Thomas Before He 
Was Killed. 


MOTHER AGAINST -HER SON. 


SHE SAW THE SHOOTING WHILE 
LYING IN BED. 


One Pioneer Stabs and Kills An- 
other—Dead Sacramentan Identi- 
fied—Native Sons Preparing 
for the Grand Parlor. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. 
SAN JOSE, March 3.—At the resump- 
tion of the Flanmelly. murder trial in. 
Judge Lorigan’s court today. the prose- 
cution made good progress in present- 
ing that side of the case. The principal 
witnesses to the tragedy at Redwood 
City in October last gave their testi- 

mony. 

The cross-examinations of the de- 
fense were more extended than the dl- 
rect examinations. It was brought out 
from the line of questions asked thai 
in the attempt to prove self-defense 
it will be contended, that Patrick Flan- 
nelly fired a shot at his son before the 
latter opened fire on him. Every wit- 
ness was questioned very closely as io 
whether or not four shots had been 
fired. All denied that they had heard 
more than the three shots that were 
fired by Tom Flannelly. The testimony 
as to the killing that was given ~by 
Mrs. Flannelly, the afflicted mother of 
the accused, .4~was very direct and posi- 
tive. She saw the’ whole occurrence, 
and told the.jury how she had seen 
the pistol in her son’s hands and saw 
him fire the shot at his father while 
she was lying in bed. 

Positive evidence as to the killing 
was also given by Mr. and Mrs. John 
Kerr, the brother-in-law and sister of 
the defendant. The accused sai be- 
hind his attorneys during the proceed- 
ings. He was impassive, and did not 
even show any emotion when his aged 
mother was brought in, deeply veiled 
and weeping. She did not look in the 
direction of where her son sat while 
she was giving her testimony. There 
was a large number of spectators, tax- 


“ing. the seating capacity of the court- 
room. 

The opening statement for the prose- 
cution was made by Dist.-Atty. Walker 
of San Mateo county. Other witnesses 
examined were Sheriff Mansfield and 
County Surveyor Gilbert of San Mateo 
county. 


FATAL CUTTING AFFRAY. 


One Old Man Stabs Another Near 
Ione—Authorities Investigating. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.} 


SACRAMENTO, March 3.—A fatal. 
cutting affray took place last night in} 


Amador county, on the road between 
Ione and Plymouth and about — 
miles from the former place. 

Two old men, Ed Kirtley, aged 70, 
and James Curry, aged 71, had lived 
together in a cabin for more than 
thirty years. They were miners: and 
toiled together for gold. A _ brotherly 
love had sprung up between the men. 
Their affection for each other was so 
marked that it was a subject of com- 
ment in the neighborhood. Kirtley is 
dead, the victim of a knife thrust in 
the throat, and Curry is crazed with 
remorse. 

According to an account of the stab- 
bing as given to a Bee reporter today, 
Curry was sitting in their cabin at 
Willow Springs Flat last night, whit- 
tling out some kindlings and shavings 
with which to kindle a fire this morn- 
ing. Curry, in describing the matter, 
said ‘that while he was whittling 
Kirtley came in and raised a heavy 
stick as if to strike him on the ‘head. 

Curry said he threw up his arm with 
the open knife in his hand, to ward 
off the expected blow. As he threw 
up his arm, said Curry, the blade ac- 
cidentally struck Kirtley in the throat 
and he fell to the floor. Curry, alarmed 
at what had happened, ran to the house 
of a neighbor named Rose and gave 
the alarm. When several persons went 
back to the cabin Kirtley was found 
to have bled to death. 


“Well, Ed’s dead now,” remarked 
Curry, “and there’s no more use of my 
living.” The authorities of Amador 


county will make an investigation ‘0 
determine whether the killing was an 


accident or a premeditated murder. 


COAL COMBINE 


Federal Grand. “Gury. a Trye 
Bill Against Dealers.

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NEARING THE CRISIS. 
Whatever may be the outcome of 
the Maine investigation, it 1s evident 
that a crisis in the Cuban situation 
sis rapidly approaching. Autonomy is 
practically a failure. And after :au- 
tonomy, what has Spain to offer? 
- Further concessions, short of absolute 
independence for Cuba, would be un- 
availing. The Cubans will reject any 
and all propositions, save that of in- 
dependence. For Spain to grant this 
would be an abject and complete sur- 
render. . The only other alternative, 
then, is the sword. If Spain cannot 
retain Cuba by conciliation, she must 
conquer it by force of arms, or lose 
the island altogether, 

Is Spain able to subdue the insur- 
gents by force of arms? The answer 
to this question is furnished in her 
futile attempts during the past: three 
» years to accomplish that result. Dur- 
ing these three years’ of bloodshed 
and -horror, the hold of Spain upon 
Cuba has been steadily relaxing. The 
-assumed  sovereignity of Spain in 
. Cuba was never weaker than it is to- 
day. It is a rope of sand, which must 
part with the first tense strain. 

Autonomy was the last despairing 
effort of Spain to perpetuate some 
semblance of her sovereignty fin Cuba. 
With the failure of the autonomous 
régime, Cuba becomes lost to Spain, 
hopelessly, irretrievably. The time 
for temporizing is past. The last ex- 
pedient of delay has been exhausted. 
The dawn of Cuban independence is 
ablaze in the eastern sky. 

That Spain must relinquish Cuba 
seems inevitable. It is manifest 
destiny. Will Spain, in her impotent 
rage, turn upon the United States? 
The future, and the near future, must 
determine. The progress of events 
will be swift and decisive. <A few 
weeks, at most, will probably deter- 
mine the issue for good or for ill. 
‘We are close upon a history-making 
. epoch.

LOS ANGELES THEATER. Prob- 
ably not until within the last week or 
ten days very few people in Los An- 
geles ever heard the name of Janet 
Waldorf, but unless we are greatly 
mistaken they have not heard it, God 
willing, for the last time by any means, 
for there is evidence in abundance, as 
shown by last night’s performance at 
the Los Angeles Theater, that a new 
star has risen in the dramatic sky; and 
one which promises to reflect honor | 
upon the stage of America, 

“Ingomar” is a stilted old drama 
that has been done to death by play- 
ers of all degrees, good, bad and in- 
different, but still there is a charm 
about it déspite its mock heroics, its 
utterly impossible situations, and its 
likeness to a child's fairy tale. It is 


a play barren of contemporaneous hu- 
man interest, and yet its atmosphere 
of almost silly romance ‘interests one 
despite the fact that it is as familiar 
as a spelling lesson, and as improbable 
as the flight: of- a fleet of airships. 
It is a play that the fledgling actresses 
have tried their flights in time out of 
mind, and we do not doubt that un- 
born children will be playing the role 
of Parthenia long after those of us 
now listening to the Spanish war cry 
have strolled down to the end of the 
passage and fallen asleep forever. But 
enough of the play, it is to the 
virile, self-contained young actress, 
Janet Waldorf, who appeared as Par- 
thenia in the moss-covered old drama 
last night, that attention is invited, 
for she deserves it. It would be unfair 
to the actress to say that she is perfect, 
or that she has not some things to 
unlearn, but that she has unmistaka- 
ble talent and that she gives brilliant 
promise is as plain as a pikestaff. 
She has a splendid stage presence, a 
face full of mobility, a pair of dark 
eyes that speak the universal language, 
a voice of sweetness which she uses in 
articulating words and sentences with 
a clearness that is delightful, and a 
grace of movement that is rarely 
charming. On the other hand, Miss 
Waldorf has a stock of emphasized 
gestures that she overworks, which 
are clearly the result of cast-iron train- 
ing. It will be well if she forgets a 
goodly part of these things and re- 
turns to the natural young woman 
that she is. She shows unmistakably 
rare natural talent, hampered. by~- an 
overmuch of schooling—that sort of 
schooling which if not guarded against 
tends to an appearance of affectation 
and stiltedness. But this is a minor 
blemish upon otherwise powerful work, 
for this player has fire, eeling and 
passion, and that splendid juality, re- 
serve force, which is an equipment 
for an actor not to be discounted by 
a lack of all other endowments. As 
has already been intiniated, there is 
magnificent promise in this player, a 
promise that gives abundant assurance 
that the world will know her where 
now her name is as a thing that is not. 

Of Miss Waldorf’s support there is 
little to be said. Mr. McVay, who 
plays the part of Ingomar, has a 
strong, resonant voice, whose cad@nces 
become monotonous,

IF FORCED UNCLE SAM MAY SPANK 
SPAIN. 


While not Seeking a Row, McKin- 
ley is not Running Away from 
One—Something About the Prep- 
arations. |

WASHINGTON, Feb. 28.—The reti- |} 
cence that prevails at the State and 
Navy Départments since the Maine dis- 
aster has been increased. Whether this 
is due to the discovery of important 
information that will necessitate war, 
or whether it is simply due to red tape, 
cannot be told. The decision to keep 
the proceedings of the court of inquiry 
secret, in defiance of custom, is some- 
what alarming. If the testimony it 
secures is of a calming character, there 
seems no reason why it should not be 
disclosed, and circulated as freely as 
possible. Matters are not simplified by 
the positive knowledge that certain of- 
ficial dispatches received from Cuba 
have been suppressed by the State and 
Navy Departments. 

But if war comes, the country is 
ready for it. Never, since the day 
when the last Confederates laid déwn 
their arms. has this gevernment been 
better prepared. Nor is it likely, no 
matter how much more time may be 


ities, that we shall be any more ready 
than We are today. 

This statement will be a surprise to 
many people who have not kept up 
with the march of events, and do not 
know the work that has been done in 
the last few years toward putting the 
country into shape to resist attack, nor 
the plans that have been worked out 
for dealing a swift and heavy blow. 
The government appreciates the fact, if 
Congress does not, that the first blow 
is half the battle, and is determined, 
if it comes to the striking point, that 
Uncle Sam shall have the first blow. 
As far as the Navy Department is 
concerned, the plans are absolutely 
complete. Our ships are all on a war 
footing. They are filled with ammuni- 
tion and provided with everything 
needful for battle. Communication 
plans have been made, by which cer- 
tain places are designated as dispatch 
points in the West Indies in case the 
cables should be cut. 
plies, dry docks, fortifications, depths 
of water, etc., all through South Amer- 
ica are accurately known. Moreover, 
secret treaties have been made with 
more than one South American nation, 
by which their entire fleet will be 
turned over to our sailors; if possible, 
just before a declaration of war, or 
at the worst, immediately afterward. 

It is not generally known that a simi- 
lar treaty was made with the Argentine 
Republic when war between this coun- 
try and Chili was imminent. Had it 
been declared, half an hour later her 
entire fleet would have been officered 
and manned by our sailors. 

Provisional contracts have also been 
made for the purchase of some of the 
six armor vessels now nearly completed 
for foreign account, in England, though 
these would have to be bought before 
war was declared or England would re- 
fuse to let them leave port. 

It is on land rather than on sea, 
however, that we are best ‘prepared. In 
one feature only are we lacking, and 
that is being remedied as swiftly as 
possible. 
lay, has at last taken up the question 
of providing men for the coast defense 
batteries, and there will be ng more 
ioss of time in this important respect. 

For the rest, the War Department 
has made quiet inquiries in’ regard to 
our militia, and their condition and 
availability is known in every partic- 
ular, The , War Department is satis- 
fied that in twenty-four hours from a 
declaration of war, 15,000 of the regular 
army could be mobilized. Within forty- 
eight hours, 20,000 militiamen, the best 
trained in the country, could b2 on 
the train. Within ten days there would 
be 100,000 men under arms, trained and 
ready for battle. 

These facts are not a matter of sur- 
mise or of expectation, but of ascer- 
tained fact. The problems of arms, 
ammunition, subsistence, cloth ing, 
transportation, etc., have all been care- 
fully worked out. The railways stand 
ready to furnish the necessary cars. 
Those coming from the Ohio and Mis- 
sissippi Valleys have agreed to trans- 
port to the coasts 100,000 men with 
their supplies in less than three days. 

The plans involve an 
descent on Cuba, and for this troops 
from New York, Pennsylvania, Wis- 
consin and Illinois will probably be 
utilized,\ it being believed that they 
are in the greatest state of prepared- 
ness. Of course this can only be done 
with the consent of the Governors, but 
it is known that this will be instantly 
obtained. Vessels will be sent from 
Tampa With the New York and Penn- 
sylvania contingents, while cthers will 
sail from New Orleans with troops 
from the Mississippi Valley. All will 
‘hurry to Cuba @:nder the instant the 
Havana fortifications are taken. This, 
it is quite certain, our fleet in Cuban 
‘waters can easily and quickly effect. 
-The hope of the administration will be 
to obtain absolute control over  _the 
isiand before the rainy season begins 
in May.

A DIVER’S | OPINION. 


Explosion, Beneath the Maine Would 
Have Swept Away Mud. 

“Assuming that the divers working 
about the wreck of the cruiser Maine in 
Hayana Harbor have had to wade 
through mud, as reported in the press 
dispatches,” said an old diver at Long 
Beach yesterday, “then I would say 
that the explosion which wrecked the 
vessel was an interior, rather than an 
exterior, one. Had the source of the 
explosion been bemeath the hull, the 
effect would have been to sw the 
bottom of the bay clean, carrying, all 
accumulated mud away for a distance 
of several hundred feet—so far, im fact, 
that it would not drift back for a long 
time. I exploded nitroglycerine at the 
bottom of the water at Aspinwall 
about twenty yearsago, It swept away 
three or four feet of loose sand and 
left the bottom clean and hard. A simi- 
lar explosion near Jamaica swept away 
a great quantity of loose mud, leaving 
the hard bottom clean for a consider- 
able distance.”

@ftanges have been moving 
during the past week in fair quantities, 
prices realized by the exc hange hav ing 
averaged about $1.50 for fancy navels, 
f.o.b. A good many growers are hold- 
ing back for better prices, and they ap- 
pear to be justified in their expecta- 
tions, where they have sold fruit. The 
shipment of frozen oranges to the East 
has greatly demoralized the market 
there, and has given dealers 4 chance 
to hammer down prices. 

Parties outside of the exchange, who 
have been selling f.o.b., are becoming 
quite discouraged. The fact is that 
there have been very few actual f.o.b. 
gales made, most of the outside fruit 
having gone forward on cons: ignment. 
The Pomotropic of February 24 las 
the following in régard to the situa- 
tion: 

‘"The miost sensational feature of the 
week's trade is the acknowledgement 
of the f.o.b. men that that system has 
entirely gone to pieces: and must be 
abandoned. The enormous crop has 
had something to do with it, but the 
immediate trouble is the necessity that 
has caused so much fruit to be rushed 
eastward. Last season there were a 
little less than 3200 cars dispatched by 
February 22. This season 5127 cars 
have been shipped to same date. Here 
is a difference of 1927 against the sea- 
son of "SS. This alone would make 
trouble for the f.o.b, men as W ell as it” 
would make prices lower on selling de- 
livered sales. No one can point to any 
one cause and say, ‘this did it.’ The 
f.o:-b. business has been hammered out 
of shape by a better plan; frost has 
been followed by fever, which, with 
the chronic ailments of the patient, has 
made death inevitable, ‘the valley of 
the shadow’ a relief. We are real so 
for the chief mourner, the Fruit World, 
and for the pall-bearers and the bal- 
ance of the procession, the Fruit Grow- 
ers’ and Shippers’ Union, but the con- 
solation' is with them that there are 
some things worse than dissolution. It 
is too bad that our old admirer, Mar- 
shall V. Hartranft, did not remain at 
the bedside until the end, and that i 
final obsequies should be denied t 
services of such an experienced under 
taker. He should have a prominent | 
seatat the wake. however, even though | 
he has withdrawn his name from the. 
list of privileged friends published at 
the head of the editorial column of the 
organ of the deceased. 

“Seriously, if the f.o.b. cause is 
really dead, there is cause for neither 
congratulation nor grief, as far as the 
exchange is concerned. Neither 4s 
there cause for panic over the prospect 
of all turning to the selling-delivered 
plan. It was adopted by the exchange 
@s a means of selling fruit. If it can 
get $1 a box all around for the fruit 
this season, and that proves to be all 
it is worth, the result is so much better 
than return bills for freight that it 
makes a man too glad to rejoice at the 
‘death of even one who has always in- 
sisted on being classed as an enemy. If 
the f.o.b. system is only in a trance 
and arises next season. without its 
fichting garments -on, let it be unbound 
and do what good it can in the World.” 

There is a fair demand for dried 
fruits, at prices a shade below current 
quotations. The raisin market is not 
{na satisfactory condition, but reports 
of a shortage in the currant crop should 
have a stimulating effect upon raisins, 

In the local market butter has been 
declining in price. Eggs, though some- 
what weaker, are quoted at about the 
Same prices as last week. Potatoes, 
vegetables and beans are firni, espe- 
cially onions, which are in good .de- 
mand for drying. As might be ex- 
pected, the grain and hay market is 
extremely firm, hay being quoted at 
from $14 to $18 per ton, while even straw 
is quoted at from $6 to $7 a ton. Full 
quotations will be found on the com- 
mercial page. 

An Olive Disease. 

N THE early days of horticulture in 

California, the boast was made by 

fruit-growers, real estate agents and 
others that this State was free from 
the injurious pests which infest or- 
chards in the East and in other coun- 
tries. Things have changed since then. 
As might have been expected, it has. 
been found that a climate which is so 
favorable to the growth of animal and 
human life is also favorable to the 
multiplication of insect pests, 
deed, during the past twenty years ‘our 
fruit-growers have had enough to do 
to keep down these pernicious destroy- 
ers, which have been imported from

Hitherto the olive tree has been com- | 
paratively free from diseases in Cali- 
fornia, the only one of great importance 
being the black scale, which is easily 
controlled by diligence on part of the 
grower. Now, however, 
from the State University that the 
Olive knot, a disease which has long; P 
made havoc with the olive Grehards | 
of the Mediterranean, has made its 
appearance in California, in the or- 
chard of A. R. Gurr, near Merced. The 
local Horticultural Commission will 
resort to stringent measures, either by 
uprooting the orchard or effectually 
quarantining it, to prevent it from 
spreading its ravages after the man- 
ner of phylloxera and the San José 
scale. F. T. Bioletti, of the agricul- 
tural department of the University, 
has just returned from the afflicted 
orchard, of which he made a very care- 
ful examination. The symptoms of the 
disease are woody excrescences upon 
the sap bark of the limbs, and small 
knots on the leaves and twigs. At 
first the orchard produces heavily, but 
the fruit is of poor quality, and soon 
spoils in picking. The overbearing of 
the trees soon causes them to weaken 
and grow sickly, and finally die. 

The olive knot is a hacterial disease, 
and the similarity of the bacillus olae, 
which causes it, to the bacillus tubercu- 


losis, causes the disease often to le. 


erroneously called plant tuberculosis. 
Fortunately, the Curr orchard is quite 
isolated, and *Mr. Bioletti anticipates 
no immediate danger from the spread 
of the disease. 

Notwithstanding this, olive-growers 
fn Southern California will do well to 
keep a sharp lookout for the appearance 


of the disease.

Protection from Frost, 
CORRESPONDENT of the Flor- 
A ite Agriculturist recommends the 
use of the éamphor tree, as @ rap- 
id-growing evergreen tree, in place of 
oaks, Which have hitherto been used 
in Florida, as a protection for the or- 
ange groves. 
Where the camphor grows, so will 
the eucalyptus, which is a still more 
rapid grower, and is largely used in 
Southern California for this purpose. 
There is, however, a growing suspicion 
among .Southern California orange- 
growers, as was mentioned in this de- 
partment last week, that instead of 
preventing loss from frost a row of 
shade trees will sometimes increase 
the danger. It all depends upon the 
configuration of the land.

In different 
parts of the céunty the starting of the 
sap will occur at different times, es- 
pecially in lo¢ations where the ground 
freezes. 

Mr. Morrison says the reason why 
people have failed with pineapples is: 
because they have often attempted 
their production without an under- 
standing of their requirements—soil, 
fertilizer, location, etce.—and, again, 
others have not counted on _ the 
changed conditions of climate, and 
have tried to treat them as if they 
were in the place where they Were 
originally raised.

He finds there are fewer worms than 
with barnyard manure. 


Byron Gillett of Otay, finds no fer- 
pulverized condition as barnyard 
manure. He alternates his tracts with 
a supply each year. 

An insecticide thdt is being used ef- 


fectually against spider mites and 
scale is made as follows: One peund 
of lye boiled in one and one-half 


quarts of water, one-half pound sul- 
phur wet to a paste, then added to 
the hot lye (potash,) and this added 
to fifteen gallons of water. Col.

for the business. The poor cow, the 
one that takes your feed for making 
milk and ‘makes poor beef from it, is 
the one thing that stands in the way 
of profitable dairying. 

‘He is growing poor, indeed, who im- 
poverishes his farm, and is not a good | 
citizen; there is no reason why the 
New Jersey farmer should not make.as 
much pork afd veal as the Wisconsin 
farmer, and here is where skim milk 
comes in, and the advantage of the 
creamery, and makes the farmer inde- 
pendent of the milk trust. 

The feed question .is an important 
one,. It used to be that the farmer 
said: “Quantity is what I am, after,” 
but now the demand of the cities is 
for good milk and pure milk, and we 
must cater to the trade. There is a 


, science in feeding, and this depends on 


the cow and man. The ideal food for, 
the cow is green, succulent grass in the 
month of June, before flies 
weather arrive, when the cow can 
quickly eat her fill and lie down with- 
out unnecessary exercise; cut your hay 
for winter while it is full of succu- 
lence,. before it has ripened; give her 
June conditions and you have done 
your part. . Three leading features 
should combine in breeding cows—ca- 
pacity of production, economy of pro- 
duction and strong constitution. A 
mans error in judgment sometimes 
costs him more than all other things 
combined, and any man who keeps 
these three points in view can double 
the capacity of his herd in eight years. 

Too many farmers stick to the belief 
that it is the feed instead of the cow 
that brings the best results. Farmers 
must know the value of breeding. What 
is breeding? An effort to establish in- 
dividuality. Thus individuality and 
breeding should go hand in hand. One 
instance was given of a herd in Wis- 
consin that would nat average 150 
pounds of butter per year. By placing 
& good Jersey sire at the head of this 
herd the daughters of this sire aver- 
aged 250 pounds per head, and the 
granddaughters by the same sire, on 
his own daughter, averaged 337 pounds 
for the entire herd of thirty cows in a 
period of eight years. 

The speaker gave some pertinent 
points in dairy breeding; one strong 
point is, dehorning the sire will reduce 
his prepotency: any mutilation has a 
tendency to reduce his power of trans- 
mitting his qualities to his offspring. 
To develop a heifer; avoid a tendéncy 
to lay on fat the first vear of her 
milking, feed her liberalty, 
fattening foods;. have n summier silo 
for feed in July and August; make it 
deep and narrow in order to have less 
surface exposed than in winter.—[Ex- 
Gov. Hoard at Dairymen’s Convention.

GODDARD C COMES BACK. 


Fight. 

The prize fighter, Joe Goddard, who 
faked a fight with Jim Jeffries at Haz- 
-ard’s~Pavilion the other night, called 
at The Times office last night and said 
he knew that John Brink, the referee 
of the match, had a bet of $40 with a 
man named Brown that he ‘(Goddard) 
would stay ten rounds. ¢ 

In a written statement, signed in the 
presence of witnesses, Goddard gives 
the time and place w here and when the 
information was conveyed to him. 

Goddard adds that on yesterday .aft- 
ernoon he and Brink met and talked 
the matter over. The men, according 
to Goddard, had words, and he chal- 
lenged Brink to meet him in the Ath- 
letic Club ring, and agreed that un- 
less he ‘‘put Brink out” in four rounds 
he would forfeit the $300 given him. 
Mr. Brink declined the offer. — 

Goddard claims that, under the ar- 
ticles of agreement, the club had no 
right to anything but 30 per cent. of 
the gross receipts in case a decision 
was given, If it was “no fight,’”’ then 
neither he nor Jeffries were entitled 
to a dollar, but if a decision was given, 
then both men were entitled to their 
percentage of the purse ‘under the con- 
tract, and they had a right to divide 
it as they pleased.

Disgasting Disclosures Made by the 
Police and Meat Inspector 
Hughes. 


A CALF. WITH FLOWING MANE 


AROUSED THE SUSPICIONS OF DE- 
TECTIVE FLAMMER. 


Arizona Market Recking With Filth 
and Rottenness—Proprietor’s , 
Residence a Veritable | 
Shambles.

other was doing, the reeking shambles 
and ‘the foul ‘business conducted at 
No. 700 Buena Vista street were given 
a much-needed airing. 

Gatterer, the proprietor of the Ari- 
zona market, is ay Austrian of the 
most ignorant type, but is possessed 
of the low cunning of his class, and 
accordingly has been able for a long 
time. to carry on a most disgusting 
business without molestation. He has 
for a long time been under police sur- 
veillance, but has so far escaped ar- 
rest and prosecution. 

Stolen cattle have been traced to h!s 
shambles time and time again, bi 
evidence was always lacking that he 
had a hand in the larceny of the 
stock, or was cognizant of the fact 
that the animals were stolen property 
when he received them. 

In the ,fall of 1896 twelve head of 


They were traced to Gatterer’s butcher 
shop. About the same time three 
wagon loads of hogs were stolen from 
the Van Nuys Ranch in the San [J*er- 
nando Valley. These went the same 
route. For this cattle-thieving four men 
were arrested October 30, 1896, by De- 
tectives Auble and Hawley. They 
were Lazero Lesammo, Francisco Rod- 
riguez, Reginaldo Lopez and Refugio 
Ybarro. The last-named was ac- 
quitted at the preliminary examina- 
tion. Lesammo was sentenced to ten 
yea impfisonment at San Quentin. 
Rodriguez and Lopez were acquitted 
e Superior Court. 

About a week ago a cow was stolen 
from a dairyman named Alderson, 
near Pico Heights. The hide of this 
cow was sold a few days later by Gat- 
terer, and all the explanation he had 
to offer was that he obtained the hide: 
from an unknown Mexican. This di- 
rected suspicion afresh to Gatterer and 
his movements were closely. watched 
by the police, - 

‘Wednesday night Officer Lennon 
saw Gatterer driving through East 
Los Angeles toward the country. About 
midnight the officer saw him return- 
with two car- 


cannes in his wagon and leading a colt 
‘behind. Lennon suspected that the ani- 
mals had been stolen, and telephoned 
his impressions to the central station. 
Detective Paul Flammer at once pro-« 
ceeded to Sonoratown to investigate. 
Accompanied by Officer Talamantes, 
Flammer intercepted Gatterer béfore 
he reached his destination. Asked what 
he had in his wagon, he stated that 
it was a cow and a calf which he had 
purchased at the Iowa dairy in Eagle 
Rock Cafion. The officers climbed on 
.the wagon to inspect the carcasses. 


Weill, this is a funny calf,” re- 
marked Flammer. “Why, its got a 
mane.”’ 


“Tt’s a colt,” remarked Talamantes. 

And a colt it was, although it had 
the hoofs and head cut off, apparently. 
to prevent identification, 

When pressed for an explanation, 
Gatterer ‘admitted that it was a colt, 
but said it had been given tc him by 
Handorf, the proprietor of the Iowa 
dairy, and that he had killed it merély 
for the hide. He did not try to ex- 
plain why he preferred to haul the 
whole careass into the city, instead of 
skinning it in the country and merely 
bringing in the hide. 

Detective Flammer, still.of the opin- 
ion that the animals had been stolen, 
hired a buggy and invited Gatterer 
to drive with him to Handorf’s dairy 
to prove his assertions. The dairy- 
man said he sala Gatterer the de- 
ceased cow and made him a present of 
the colts, as feed was scare, and it a.. 
.not pay to raise them. He offered to 
give Flammer as many colts as he 
wwould accept, but the detective has no 
use for horseflesh and respectfully de- 
clined the offer. 


Knowing. that the officers were 
watching him, Gatterer was naturally 
wary about offering horse veal for 
sale publicly yesterday. When Detec- 
tive Auble called to buy some veal, he 
was offered some of the genuine ar- 
ticle, although ‘the quality was noth- 
ing to brag of. When Inspector Hughes 
appeared on the scene he could not 
find any horse veal for sale, but he 
found the headless carcass of the colt 
,;hauled in the night before, lying in 
‘the back yard of Gatterer’s residence, 
a squalid shack at No. 712 New High 
street. Here also was tied up a sickly- 
looking yearling colt, and an extraor- 
dinarily thin sucking ’calf, apparently 
about one week old, both probably in- 
tended for slaughter. 

The premises were strewn with filth, 
but the most shocking part of all was 
the condition of the interior of the 
house. The floor of the kitchen was 
dabbled with blood, while the dining- 
room had the appearance of a veritable 
shambles. Nothing could be plainer 
than that an animal had been butch- 
ered in that room that very morning. 
The floor and wall were spattered with 
large clots of fresh blood and frag- 
ments of flesh found lying about were | 
pronounced by Inspector Hughes to be 
horse meat. The furniture of _ this 
room, which was apparently used as 
a slaughter pen, as well ag for domes- 
tic purposes, consisted of a dirty din- 
ing table, a filthy bed and a baby 
carriage. <An infant’s garments and 
playthings were also scattered about 
‘among the blood and “*{filth, while 
swarms of flies infested the place. 
At Gatterer’s meat market, corner of 
Buena Vista and Ord streets, the situa- 
tion was little better. Half-dressed 
carcasses of cattle lay on the floor, 
while others dangled from hooks, none 
of the meat looking fit to eat. The 
back yard was littered with animal 
debris, and emitted a stench similar 
10 that encountered at Gatterer’s resi- 
dence. 

Ome-half of the carcass of the cow 
hauled in the previous night was hang- 
ing up in the shop and was so putrid 
that. Meat Inspector Hughes promptly 
condemned it and ordered it removed 
to the city garbage crematory, which 
was done. The inspector also sent for 
the ‘dead animal man,” and had him 
remove the ‘carcass of the beheaded 
colt, thus preventing so much horse 
veal from finding a market. Later in 
the day Mr, Hughes found the other 
half of the putrid cow where the meat 
‘had been hidden by Gatterer and his 
assotiates, and condemned that also. 


been a fresh milker, with a dislocated 
hip, for which reason she was slaugh- 
tered. 

Gatterer has a branch market, also 
called the Arizona, opposite the Plaza 
on North Main street. It is surmised 
that a lot of the horse veal has been 
disposed of at this place, but none 
could be found yesterday. 

Handorf, the proprietor of the Iowa 
dairy, who has colts to give away and 
who furnished Gatterer with animals 
to slaughter, made himself conspicuous 
yesterday around Gatterer’s meat mar- 
ket and tried to stand off the officers 
and reporters who were inspecting the 
place. Handorf has been arrested sev- 
eral times for selling impure neilk, and

LOS ANGELES AND SAN FRAN- 
CISCO 

. The little folder recently issued by 

the Chamber of Commerce entitled 


‘ “How We Grow,” has attracted much 


attention among outsiders. The folder 
gave photographic reproductions of 
eighteen business blocks in course of 
construction in the center of the city 
in October last, the total amount of 
money invest@ in the blocks being 
$1,115,000. 

The San Francisco Argonaut of 
February 28 devoted over a column to 
this folder, in which, after congratu- 
lating Los Angeles on the showing 
made, a list is given of improvements 
under way in San Francisco, aggregat- 
ing $5,77,000. The Argonaut says: 

“In the Los Angeles folder there is 
a table grouping the building invest- 
ment for September, 1897, in a half 
dozen scattered. cities, from Denver, 
with a population of 106,670, up to Cin- 
cinnati, with 296,309. The purpose is 
comparison with Los Amgeles for the 
same month, and a most creditable 
case is made out, as the latter city 
greatly exceeds the largest of them all. 
But a trustworthy comparison can 


hardly be made op the business of any 


one month, the making of new con- 
tracts depends on so many conditions 
in private affairs and localities.” 

It should be noted, however, that the 
Argonaut goes all over San Francisco 
for its ‘statement of buildings under 
course of construction, while the Los 
Angeles Chamber of Commerce only se- 
lected a few buildings in the center of 
the city. Then, again, the Argonaut 
includes in its list a number of large 


‘ public, or semi-public, buildings, such, 


for instance, as Wells-Fargo’s building, 
$400,000; Union Depot and ferry-house, 
$600,000; Affillated College buildings, 
$250,000; Mission High School building, 
$150,000; Hall of: Justice, $254,000, and 
United States Postoffice, $2,500,000. De-

Inquiries are frequently received 
from eastern people in regard to the 
chances of taking-up government land 
in Southern California, The ‘Times |

has always advised newcomers to go | 
slow, in’ settling’ on government land, 
as most of it is rough and remote 
from centers of population. However, 
of thé 6,000,000 acres of government land 
which is open for settlement in Cali- 
fornia, there are some tracts ‘in this 
Section... which ‘offer ‘inducements to 
those who are willing to go up.into 
the mountain regions, where the cli- 
mate is fine and the scenery grand, al- 
though neighbors may be, for the pres- 
ent, few and far between. 

A correspondent-calls attention to the 
advantages offered “for -settlement in 
Apple Valley, San Bernardino county. 
says. 
contains 40,000' acres, 
‘graded. On the south lies the Sierra 
Madre range, on whose towering peaks 
rain or snow falls during every month 
of the year, and. whose broad water-. 
shed slopes to the valleys below. In 
these mountains rises the Mojave 
River, running north at the foot of 
Apple Valley, and carries five times a 
larger volume of water than any other 
river in Southern.California. This val- 
ley, lying between mountain and river, 
clearly defines an artesian belt, hence 
surface wells ‘and artesian flows can 
be easily obtained. | 

The all-important feature of the soil 
is its perennial moisture. . With its ele- 
vation of 3000 feet above'sea level, it 
produces nearly all deciduous fruits of 
the best quality, especially apples, 
from which the valley derives its name. 
No better apples in the world are 
grown than those raised in the moun- 
tain valleys of Southern California. 
Apples are about as profitable as or- 
anges, requiring less care and anxiety,) 
less water and less cultivation, and, 
coming into bearing sooner, with a 
food market always. 

The soil of the valley is a rich loam,’ 
mixed with decomposed granite, free 
from alkali or adobe, and is adapted to, 
wheat, barley and rye. It has a red- 
dish tinge, like the famous soil of Red- 
lands. The air is free from fog, dry 
and invigorating, conditions especially 
desired by those afflicted with bron- 
chitis, asthma or other pulmonary dis- 
eases. The Santa Fé Railroad runs 
alongside of ‘thé ‘ valley,» while . the 
Southern Pacific’ Railroad is but a few 
miles distant, and the proposed Salt. 
Lake Railroad is’ surveyed across the’

NORTHWESTERN IMPROVEMENT. 
The Northwestern Improvement <As- 
sociation has appointed a délegation to 
consult. with. the.Cahuenga Valley As- 
sociation, in regard to the best means’ 
of furthering the project to improve 
Sunset. boulevard, as suggested re- 
‘cently by The Times, and indorsed by 
the Cahuenga Association. If these two 
bodies show a little energy and perse- 
verence, they should be able to put 
through this important improvement, 
which will open up one of the most at-. 
tractive sections of the city. 
SHADE TREES. 


In laying out new tracts, it is. re- 
markable that real estate owners do 
not attach: more importance to the 
planting of the streets with beautiful 
shade trees, There has been some im- 
provement in this direction during the 
past few years, but still there are too 
many who overlook important fea- 
ture. A good idea in regard to the 
planting of shade trees is made by the 
Santa Monica. Outlook, as follows: 

“Some time ago when the now de- 


charming the question of having a uni- 
formity of shade trees on the various 
avenues and streets. was considerably 
discussed. The idea theh which met 
with most favor was to have a tree 
for each street and to get ali the prop- 
erty-owners as far as possible to adopt 
it and to plant accordingly. It was pro- 
posed to adopt the black wattle for 
Oregan avenue from the ocean to the 
city limits with that tree. 

“If the idea had been carried out 
they would by this time be growing 
nicely and making an attractive ad- 
dition tothe thoroughfare. If our read- 
ers will only give the matter a: little 
consideration we _ believe they’ will 
readily see that it would only take a 
short time to have the entire town 
planted so as to make a harmonious 
whole and thus add harmony to the 
beauty of growing shade trees. Thus 
one avenue could be fan palms, another 
date palms, another the camphor tree 
another pepper if desired. another rub-’ 
ber, and thus each street would be dis- 
tinct from its neighbors and would 
have an added charm by reason of its 
difference. If people desired Hedges the 
same idea could be worked out in that 
respect. There are several ways the 
result could be obtained, but in each 
instance there would be required a 
thorough understanding among the. 
property-owners on the street_as to 
‘the tree to be adopted and also an 
agreement duly signed to plant it after 
the selection was made. There might 
also be a home improvement organiza- 
tion formed, which should meet at 
stated times and whose duty it would 
be to look after such matters. The 
meetings could also be of a social na- 
ture if thought best, and tthe entire 
realm of home improvement discussed 
when papers could be read and discus- 
sions follow. 

“The expense of such an arrangement 
would be very small to each lot owner 
and he would find when the trees 
had grown that the various avenues 
and streets would have a charm they 
did not before possess and which 
would add materially to their value. 

“The superb drives of Riverside and 
other places are much improved by 
the working out of this'idea. 

“While speaking of trees, 
time that the Board of Trustees should 
adopt an ordinance requiring every 
property-owner, when given the privi- 
lege of cutting down any trees in 
front, of his property, to deposit a 
stated sum @8 a guarantee that those 
eut down, would replaced with, 
other trees, and if any tree was se- 
lected for that street, to plant that 
variety.

A number of city officials went 
through the oil field yesterday for the 
purpose of investigating some of the 
problems that the oil wells have given 
rise to, The two principal subjects of 
investigation were the practice of 
stringing cables over the streets and 
the recently-vetoed ordinance prohibit- 
ing the operation of oil wells within 
400 feet of a public school.

CITY OFFICIALS TACKLE SOME 
| DIFFICULT PROBLEMS. 


An Inspection of the Oil 
ricks in the Vicinity of Public 
Schools—Overhead Cables—Prob- 
able Recommendations — Free 
Labor 


The development of the ofl industry 
in this city has given rise to many 
perplexing problems. There has been 
an unceasing conflict of interest be- 
tween the oil men and property-owners 
whose property has been depreciated 
by the invasion of the unsightly der- 
ricks with their attendant nuisances. 
Another source of friction has been the 
sinking of wells in close proximity to 
two of the public schools. The ordi- 
nance passed recently by the Coun- 
cil, and vetoed by the Mayor, for- 
bidding the operation of oil “vells with- 
in 400 feet. of any public school, was 
an apparently ill-considered effort to 
meet this particular phase of the 
trouble. Another fruitful source. of 
dissension has been the stringing of 
‘everhead cables across the streets in 
the oil district, for the purpose. of 
conveying power. The practice is gen- 
eral, though contrary to ordinance. 

Thus far the efforts of the city au- 
thorities to reconsider the conflicting 
interests have not been crowned with 
@ny marked degree of success. 

Yesterday afternoon Mayor Snyder, 
Fire Commissioner Wells, Councilmen 
Baker and Nickell and Oil Inspector 
Monlux made an examination of the 
Oj] field. The chief purpose of the 
trip was to investigate the conditions 
in the vicinity of the Alpine-street and 
Wnion-avenue schools, which are sur- 
rounded with oil derricks. The over- 
head cables strung across streets also 


came in for attention. 
There was a wide = divergence of 
opinion among the members of the 


party as to the course the city should 
pursue. Some inclined to-a rigid en- 
forcement of the ordinances, while 
others obviously favored the oil men. 

The industry has grown to such pro- 
portions that its defenders insist upon 
a modification of some of the existing 
ordinances. There are now over five 
hundred wells in active operation and 
paying the city a license of $1 a month. 

It is probable that the special com- 


~-M™ittee appointed last Monday by the 


Council will recommend that the Mayor 

. be sustained in his veto of the ordi- 
nance prohibiting wells within 400 feet 
of public schoolhouses, 

The matter of stringing cables over 
the streets presents some difficulties, 
but it seems probable that the ¢om- 
mittee will recommend that such 
cables be allowed by special permit.

| BLACKMAN FOUNDGUILTY 


& JURY FIXES THE AMOUNT EM- 
BEZZLED AT #3443. 


The Verdict Was Rendered After a 

Little Over Hours’ Delib- 
eration—Sentence to Be Pro- 
nounced Next Monday. 


A jury found William R. Blackman 
guilty of embezzlement last night. The 
verdict wastreturned at 10:40 p.m. after 
a deliberation, lasting a little over 
five hours. The antount of ‘his shortage 
with ‘the Los Angeles Electric Com- 
pany was fixed by the jury at $5443, 
Judge Smith set next Monday morning 
at 109 o'clock as the time for passing 
sentence. 

At. the conclusion of the argument at 
5:27 p.m, yesterday, the case went to 
the jury. On the first ballot the jury 
stood nine for conviction against-three 
for acquittal. The ballot remained the 
same until 10:20 o'clock, when the jury 
decided that it could not agree. The 
foreman announced this decision to 
Judge Smith, he refused to dis- 
charge the jury. Twenty minutes later 
a verdict Was reached. 

There were only a few people pres- 
ent in court¢ when the decision Was 
read. Blackman listened attentively, 
but did not exhibit any signs of emo- 
tion. He was immediately led back to 
the Cotnty Jail in charge of the 
bailiff. 

Blackman has been ably defended, 
but the evidence against him was ot 
a conolusive character. His attorneys, 
Earl Rogers and W. «H. Shinn, will 
move for a new trial, and if this is 


not granted, will take an appeal! to 
the Supreme Court. 
Yesterday the interest in the trial, 


which has never been lacking, reached 
a climax. Judge Smith's coyrtroom 
was crowded. Every seat-was filled, 
and all the available standing-room 
was occupied. Clerks and officers in 
other departments of the Courthouse, 
when they could spare the time, 
dropped in to listen to the argument. 

Mrs. Blackman costumed as usual 
in black, sat by her husband's side 
Within the railing. She appeared worn 
and nervous. Occasionally when Asst. 
Dist.-Atty. McComas became especially 
Severe in the arraignment of her hus- 
band, her lips quivered and her eyes 
‘looked as if she were about to relieve 
her emotion b# a_ burst of crying. 
Blackman evidently felt acutely the 
situation in whieh he was placed, al- 
thoug# his countenance did not ex- 
steht his feelings as did that of his 
wife. 

Earl Rogers resumed his argument 
to the jury for the defendant. He was 
followed by W. H. Shinn, also for the 
defense, who spoke at considerable 
length. He laid much stress upon the 
fact of Blackman’s spotless reputation 
up to the time that he was charged 
with the embezzlement of the electric 
company’s funds. He argued that 
Blackman had served asatoolto Capt. 
Bolton, with whose embezzlements he 
had confessed that he was familiar. 
Throygh sympathy and friendship he 
had covered up Bolton’s first shortage 
in 1895, believing that Bolton would 
Straighten up the matter as soon as 
he received money that ex- 
pected from an estate in Ireland. Then, 
in subsequent matters, having ob- 
tained this hold upon him, Bolton was 
able to guide Blackman with an iron 
hand. He was naturally a dominant 
man, and he exercised his influence 
over Blackman to have him do as he 
would. 

Mr. Shinn characterized all the evi- 

dence against Blackman as merely cir- 
eumstantial, He said that all the ad- 
missions made by the defendant were 
admissions only of shortages, and that 
he had never admitted to any one that 
he had stolen any money. In conclu- 
sion, Mr. Shinn appealed to the sym- 
pathies of the jury, calling attention to 
Blackman’s previous high standing in 
the community, and to his large fam- 
ily, which is depéndent upon him. 
Mr. McComas then closed the case 
with the argument for the prosecution 
Which lasted over two hours. His ar- 
raignment of Blackman was severe. 
The story which Blackman had told 
upon the witness stand hecharacterized 
as highly improbable and incapable of 
belief. He argued that if the state- 
ments as to Bolton's defaleations went 
for anything, they only showed that he 
and Blackman were working together 
to defraud the company by which they 
were both emploved. He upbraided 
Blackman for trying to shift all the 
blame and disgrace for the embezzle- 
ments upon Bolton, now silenced in 
death, when he pretended to have 
done so much for him to save him dur- 
ing his lifetime. 

At the conclusion of the argument 
Judge Smith instructed the jury very 
briefly, and the case was then left with 
them. 


A COLLECTOR IN TROUBLE. 


Barker .Northrup Arrested ‘on n 
Charge of Embezzlement. 
Barker 


Northrup, proprietor of 
the California Mercantile Connecting 


Agency, with an office in the Bradbury 
Building, was arrested yesterday aft- 
ernoon on a Charge of embezzlement. 
He was taken before Justice Young 
in the Township Court and released on 
his own recognizance. 

The complaint was sworn to by E. 
Deorr, a tool smith who has a shop ©n 
East Second street. He charges North- 
rup with the misappropriation of $5 
entrusted to him for collection. Accord- 
ing to-Deorr’s statement he placed 
bills aggregating $45 in Nerthrup’s 
hands for collection over eight months 
ago. He was te pay a commission of 
10 per cent. of all bills collected for 
the servicés of the company. He let 
the matter run until a few days ago, 
when he learned that some of the bills 
had been paid. He called at the collec- 
tion agency to inquire about the ac- 
counts, and then he says that North- 
rup told him that he would have to 
pay a commission of 50 per cent. for 
the company’s services in making the 
collections. At that time $19 had been 
collected on the accounts. Deorr ob- 
jected to paying so high a commission, 
but finally consented to the arrange- 
ment if the money would be paid at 
once. He says that Northrup then re- 
fused to turn over any of the money, 
saying that he would not make an ac- 
counting’ til all thes¢bills had been 
coliected. A’ hot arcumé t followed this 
declaration, ‘and Deorr was ordered 
out of the office. °?

The methods of the California Mer- 
cantile Collecting Agency are, to say 
the least, not above criticism. The 
conduct of its business embraces a sys- 
tem of sending threatening circulars to 
delinquent debtors in which they are 
menaced with publicity uniess they 
settle up their accounts at once. A 
number of these circulars have been 
sent around recently. The following 
extracts are taken from a long circu- 
lar received by one firm in this city:

The threat of making the facts pub- 
lic and of taking other’ steps that 
would “seriously embarrass” the debtor 
has reference to a method of proced- 
ure which is more efficacious than le- 
gitimate. When ordinary methods of 
collection fail, Northrup’s plan is to 
place the name of the debtor upon a 
black list of ‘alleged delinquents,” 
which is then sent “confidentially” to 
merchants of the city. It is obvious 
that many men would prefer to pay 
even an unjust or extortionate demand 
rather than subject themselves to such 
an attack upon their credit. ‘Theoret- 
ically, the law affords protection from 
such assaults, but the value @f such 
protection depends entirely upon the 
financial responsibility of the perpe- 
trator. 


THE CITY’S WATERS. 


The Evidence So Far Preliminary 
in Its Nature. 

The progress made so far in the wa- 
ter suit of the city against the City 
and é#he Crystal Springs Water com- 
panies, now,on trial before Judge York, 
has been in the nature of preliminary 
skirmishing. \ 

When the court reconvened yester- 
day afternoon the courtroom had been 
transformed in appearance by a series 
of large maps. Around the inclosure 
sacred to the bar a light wooden frame 
had been erected, and this entire por- 
tion of the courtroom was occupied 


‘With engineering maps of varied sizes. 


A .large part of the afternoon was 
given up to the introduction of these, 
in evidence. Every contention raised 
by the city will be illustrated by these 
maps, but, while the greater part of the 
evidence will be of .an expert character 
much of it will be severely technical. 

Yesterday was given up to further 
h@aring about the irrigation methods 
in vogue in the olden days, and later, 
with some few scattering facts re- 
garding the laying of the infiltration 
pipes by the water company. 

Andres Machado, a Ballona rancher, 
was the first witness called in the 
morning, and testified through an in- 
terpreter, to having been born in 
Los Angeles in 1826 at his. father’s 
home, a little above the old Plaza 
Church. Until 8 or 9 years old he lived 
there, and then his people moved to a 
ranch on the site of the present Mott 
market. He described how his father’s 
place wag irrigated from the river wa- 
ter, and how the zanjero had control 
of the ditches. The cultivated lands 
then extended along the river from a 
little below the Salis tract, just- beyond 
Washington street,.and extending to a 
a little below the dam situated at about 
the point of the present river station 
freight depot. These cultivated lands 
extended west over the low flats at 
about Los Angeles street, and then 
Mr. Childs brought water circuitously 
on to the high land. The witness tes- 
tified to the location of the various 
orchards end cultivated lands, and 
knew many of the old settlers of early 
pueblo days. The common reputation 
then was that in the pueblo from its 
foundation the people had used the 
—s and they belonged to the peo- 
ple. ; 

On cross-examination witness stated 
that his father had about 6000 vines set 
out at about the site of the present 
postoffice, and 12,000 vines set out 
higher up. There were apples, pears 
and fig trees, with a tract laid out to 
corn and beans. Witness said that in 
these early days he heard the old peo- 
ple say that at the time of the foun- 
dation of the pueblo the river was 
given to the pueblo and was known as 
the “River of the Pueblo of Los An- 
geles,”’ 

After returning from the mines in 
1849, witness heard that Vicente de la 
Osa had taken water from the river. 
His family visited Ygnacio Verdugo 
on the Feliz Raneho. Small patches 
of ground were cultivated. there, ,but 
there was, in all, very little. He never 
heard that Verdugo made any claim 
to any of the waters of the river. 

B. S. Eaton, recalled, pointed out’ 
upon a map of the irrigable lands in 
early days, just where the waters of 
the river gave out, all of them being 
appropriated. When witness came to 
the. city there was about 2000 acres 
under cultivation. 

} W. Osborne, who came to the 
city in 1847 and was the first postmas- 
ter of Los Angeles, pointed out on a 
map of the city the lands under culti- 
vation in early days. The river was 
then not as straight as now, no levees 
having been built. In 1854 witness es- 


timated that from 3000 to 4000 acres 
were under cultivation. 
Upon cross-examination, he stated 


that im 1849, 1850 and 1851 there was 
more water in the river than at the 
present time. In that he differed from 
some of the previous witnesses. 

At this point the court adjournedgéor 
the noon recess, and upon reconvening 
the courtroom was discovered decor- 
ated with innumerable maps, most of 
them drawn under the direction of 
and in the office of.the City Engineer. 

City Attorney Dunn first offered in 
evidence a topographical four-section 
map, showing the course of the river 
up to the Tejunga wash. City Engi- 
neer Dockweiler went upon the witness 
stand to speag to the accuracy of this 
map. A. Q. Campbell, an engineer in 
the employ of the city and engaged on 
the measurement of water, identified 
arother map which showed the flow of 
the river by measurement, and testified 
that he furnished the figures, etc., upon 
which the map was predicated. Other 
maps showing the rights-of-way of the 
defendant companies, hydrographic, in- 
filtration and saturation maps, with 
representations of numerous cross sc¢c- 
tions, were also identified by Mesrs 
Wheeler, Cunningham and Lewis, of 
‘the City Engineer's. office. 

W. T. Lambie, a civil engineer 
forty years’ experience, who came to 
Los Angeles in 1876,testified that the 
formation of the ground where the 
wells represented on the map  sub- 
mitted (between the gate house and thé 
Crystal Springs) 
sisted of sand, gravel and boulders. 
There did occasionally occur in places 
layers of clay,.but never over six inches 
in thickness. Witness had known the 
territory Where the Crystal Springs is 
located since 1878, and previous to the 
time when the infiltration pipes were 
laid the place was a marsh. 

William. Mulholland, superintendent 
for the City Water Company since 
1886. and in its employ since 1879, next

He gave 
the dimensions ofthe east and west 
pipes, which are laid on an average of 
twelve feet below the surface. When 
they were started at the gate-house 
they were laid about nine feet deep, 
but a washout reduced that to four 
or five feet, gradually increasing. in 
depth as advancement is made. The 
pipes now go under the river, but when 
put down the river was running on the 


in order to pass a certain point, and 
a freshet came and threw it over to the 
east. The Crystal Springs was last 
overflowed in October, 1897. The over- 
flow was kept there at one time, during 
two or three years, in order to run the 
water to the upper ends of the pipes 
and keep them clear. At first, witness 
stated, it was hoped to get the water 
filtered through the sand, but that 
failed. The discharge in the east pipes 
is about thirty inahes, and in the west 
about one hundred and forty inches of 
water, under a four-inch pressure. The 
eastern pipes, to man-hole No. 3, get 
filled up with roots and that retards 
the velocity. Those.east pipes were laid 
about June, 1889, work being suspended 
in October. In the spring of the fol- 
lowing year work was resumed and 
completéd. The west line was laid in 
1890, the ditch leading into Crystal 
Springs also being made in that year. 
Witness Stated that all of the the 
piping is open-jointed and that when 
the pipes under the surface of the river 
are cleaned the saturated plane drops 
down, the water finding a drainage 
vent through the pipes. 


testimony stated that the people of the 
city use the water in variable amounts. 
In summer the amount varies from 800 
to 900 inches per day, and last summer 
there was a period when 1250 inches 
was the daily average. Before the in- 
filtration pipes were laid, witness con- 
ceded that there was three to four 
acres of swamp land at Crystal Springs, 
the water being above the surface and 
at one point forming a lagoon. 

This morning Mr. Mulholland will be 
taken in hand by Senator White for 
cross-examination. 


STREET RAILWAY SUIT. 


Rival Companies Disagree on the 
Cost of an Improvement. 


A suit brought by the Main- 
street and Agricultural Park Railway 
Company against the Los Angeles 
Traction Company was on trial yester- 
day before Judge Van Dyke. When 
the Main-street line was laying its 
new track, a year ago, an agreement 
was entered into by the two compa- 
nies by the terms of w ‘the de- 
fendants agreed to pay the expense 
of constructing the track for a short 
distance on Main street, near’ Third, 
in consideration of being allowed the 
use of that portion of the track in 
common with the Main-street line. 

When the Main-street company ren- 
dered its bill for this expense, it 
amounted to _ $1260. The Traction 
claimed that the actual expense was 
not over $150, and refused to pay the 
bill as rendered. The case was not 
concluded, 


MOSIER REARRESTED. 


He Will Be Examined Again on the 

Charge of Robbery. 
Deputy Sheriff Barnhill went to San 
Diego yesterday after J. M. Mosier, 
who is wanted here on a charge of 
robbery. Mosier is accused of admin- 
istering knock-out drops to a man 
named Joseph Schmidt, then robbing 
him. He was examined several days 
ago before Justice Morrison on the 
charge, and discharged. Asst. Dist.- 
Atty. Williams, who prosecuted the 
case, was not satisfied with the’ out- 
come, and immediately filed a new com. 
plaint in the Township Court. 

In the mean time Mosier did not let 
any grass grow under his feet while 
he was getting out of the city. Sheriff 
Burr sent a description of the man 
around to different points, and by this 
means Chief of Police Russell was able 
to arrest Mosier at San Diego. He will 
probably be taken before Justice Young 
today, and the date of his second ex-

The directors of the Los Angeles 
Mining Exchange are preparing to 
wind up the affairs of that institu- 
tion. The annual meeting of stockhold- 
ers will be held next month, when a 
definite conclusion will be arrived at. 
It is prehable that the exchange will 
be continued in some other form, 
eliminating the call-board feature, and 
adding dealings in some outside stocks. 
_ A month ago The Times referred to a 
‘Jetter which had been written to one 
of the stockholders in the exchange, 
Who had tendered his resignation, in 
which it was stated that the board of 
directors had no authority to accept 
such resignation. Later, the following 
circular was sent to stockholders, un- 
der date of February 18: 

“At a meeting of the board of di- 
rectors of this exchange, the following 
resolution was passed: 

“-Resolved,that upon the payment of 
$10 into the hands of the secretary 
. of this exchange, on or before the 28th 
‘day of February, 1898, any member in 
good standing may transfer his stock 
to the exchange, and the exchange will 
accept the same as payment in full,

One of the stockholders who received 
this complains that it does not. defi- 
nitely absolve members from existing 
liabilities. The secretary explains that 
the phrase ‘“‘payment in full” means 
that the director#restimated the amount 
of indehtedness of the exchange and 
found that it would come to about $10 
each and that it is intended with this 
money to wipe out the existing indebt- 
ness, which amounts to about $400. The 
-wording of the circular might have 
been somewhat more definite in this re- 


gard. 

The faYure of the call-board feature 
of the exchange is largely due to the 
fact that the public has not had any 
chance to make a winning. Stocks 
have risen a quarter of a cent one day 
and fallen a half a cent the next day 
with provoking regularity, so that 
there has been no inducement to specu- 
lation on the part of the outside public, 
The directors of the exchange have 
not been successful. in inducing owners 
of first-class developed mines to list 
them on the board. Then, again, own- 
ers of prospects listed have been in the 
habit of hammering down prices to suit 
their ends. The consequence of all this 
has naturally been that the public has 
become indifferent, or rather that the 
indifference in regard to mining specu- 
lation which existed when the ex- 
change started has not been removed. 

If only one or two of the existing 
mines had “struck it rich,” there would 
doubtless have been some lively specu- 
lation, but it was scarcely to be ex- 
pected that this would happen with 
the limited amount of money that has 
been invested in the prospects. 


Work is steadily progressing on the 
Wedge mine, with a force of fifteen 
men. Most of the work being done 
is in drifting on the 150 and 250-foot 
levels. A considerable amount ef ore 
has been stoped out. There are now 
fifty tons of ore on the dump, waiting 
for the mill to be repaired, which ore 
runs from $100 to $150 per ton. This 
ore will be mixed with ore of lower 
grade. It is expected that the mill 
will start up again in about a week, 
and a $10,000 gold brick may be looked 
for by the middle of the month. As 
- goon as the $3000 borrowed from the 
stockholders for the development of 
the mine shall have been repaid, the 
company expects to begin the pay- 
mént of dividends.

NON-ASSESSABLE STOCKS. 

In the Los Angeles Review of Sat- 
urday last, L. F. Parsons, secretary 
of the Los Angeles Mining Exchange, 
comes back to the question of non- 
assessable Vs. assessable stocks, which 
has been discussed in this column. Mr. 
Parsons, while admitting that both 
systems have their faults, still main- 
tains that the non-assesable system is 
preferable, and says that “the low 
price at which treasury stock is sold 
cuts no figure in the question.” This 
is a somewhat remarkable assertion to 
make. If the price realized for treas- 
ury stock, sold for development pur- 
poses, cuts no figure, how, then, is 
money for the development of the mine 
to be obtained? Supposing a company 
is incorporated with 500,000 shares, and 
half those shares are sold at $1 a 
thousand—a common price on the Los 
Angeles board—what is the company 
going to do after the princely sum of 
$250 shall have been: expended? Of

They realize 
the value of machinery made with 
duplicate parts, that can be ordered 
by telegraph, and received in a few 
weeks at most, rather than being 
placed under the necessity, in case of 
a break, of sending to a city for a. 
draughtsman to make a plan of he 
broken part, to be mailed to Europe, | 
then for the part to be made = and 
shipped back again with the risk 
that, upon arrival, it may not fit, ow- 
ing to some minor fault of the sketch, 
and must needs undergo tedious al- 
terations at the hands of a slow Mexi- 
ean foundry. The San Francisco Bul- 
letin says: | 

“The lack- of information as to the 
saféty of Mexico as a market field in 
the past, deterred some shippers from 
entering the republic. There need no 
longer be any delay on that ground. 
With the proper kind of an agent to 
represent, no house need ever lose a 
cent in Mexico. While long-time cred- 
jts are the rule for wholesale pur- 
chases. payment is usually forthcom- 
ing when thé time is up, and if it is 


not, the law gives swift and sure 
judgment against the delinquent 
creditor. There is no such thing in 
Mexico as a civil suit to collect 


money. The man who owes a debt 
and is sued for it, either pays. or goes 
to jail. Therefore, we say, that if 
the agent is honest, and investigates 
the standing of his buyer before sel!- 
ing. there will be n& question about 
his ability to get his money when 
the payment is due. That the ex- 
porters of the United States are in- 
vestigating the Mexican field; that 
they are learning how Mexico wants 
to do. business, and are doing it that 
way; that their products are what 
they are represented to be, and that 
they are satisfying the people of 
Mexico, is proved hy the fact that

public. The needs and wants and pos-

THE PARIS EXPOSITION. | 


A Meeting to Devise Ways and 
Means for a California Exhibit. | 


country ought to be properly repre- 
sented at the Paris exposition to be 
held. in 1900. That being so, it is no 
less important that the Golden State 
should seize the opportunity that will 
then be afforded to make known her 
resources to representatives of all 
countries of the world that will meet 
in Paris, during the holding of the 
exposition. 

Bearing this in mind the California 
State Board of Trade took the initial 
step in the matter at a special meeting 
held at San Francisco on Saturday 
last. At that meeting the. follow- 
ing. declartions were unanimously 
adopted: 

“Kirst—In all efforts made for the 
purpese of advertising the resources of 
the State of California, paramount con- 
sideration should be given to the ques- 
tion of creating new markets, augment- 
ing and extending existing markets 
for the products of the fields, orchards, 
vineyards, gardens, mines and forests 
of this State. 

“Second—A profitable market for the 
products of a commonwealth is the 
controlling factor in the growth, the 
prosperity and development of , that 

“Third—An exhibition which will fur- 
nish a knowledge of the resources of 
this State to the people 6f the civilized 
world will accomplish the maximum 

“Fourth—In view of these funda- 
mental considerations the State Board 
of Trade will at once enter upon the 
collection of an exhibit to be placed 
with the exhibit made by the people 
of the United States at the Industrial 
International Exposition to be held in 
Paris in the year 1900. . 

“Fifth—The State Board of Trade 
will at once commence the collection 
of financial resources for the purpose 
of making California’s exhibition at 
Paris in 1900 adequate and effective. 

“Sixth—That at an early date.the 
boards of supervisors of the various 
counties of this State and commercial 
bodies be requested to send delegates 
to a State convention to be held in 
the city of San Francisco for the pur- 
pose of devising means for a unified 
exhibition of the products of this State 
at Paris, as hereinbefore set forth, 

“Sevyenth—That the determénation of 
this board to make an exhibit-at Paris 
in 1900 is not taken with any reference 
to any sentiment of opposition in the 
minds of the members of this board to 
any local celebration or exposition 
which may be planned; but on the con- 
trary, the State Board of Trade will 
lend all aid within its power to any 
effort made in the direction of mak- 
ing a great exposition in celebration of 
the semi-centennial anniversary of 
the Statehood of the State of Call- 
fornia. 

“Resolved, that the foregoing declara- 
tions be made the subject of special 
consideration at thé regular meeting 
of this board on the 8th of March, 


. “That all persons interested be in- 


vited to attend the regular meeting of 
the board, and that a special invita- 
tion be extended to the Governor of 
the State, to the Executive Committee 
of the California Press Association, to 
the editors and proprietors of all jour- 
nals published in the State of Califor- 
‘nia, to members of the boards of su- 
pervisors or delegates appointed by 
them, and to interested and patriotic 
citizens throughout the State.’ 

On Tuesday next there ought to be, 
and doubtless will be, a large meeting 
at which all sections of the State will 
be represented, ‘To work in such a 
cause is to meet on neutral ground, 
and all sorts and conditions of men 
can join hands in kindly cobperation 
for the good of the State.

BURIED ALIVE. 


NEARLY FATAL, EXPERIENCE OF A 
CATALEPTIC MINER. 


Strange Effect of a Contusion on the 
Head Caused by a Caving Tun- 
nel—Severe Hendaches End in 

Apparent Death—Buried Under 
the Cabin. 


There is a man named David M. 
Fotheringham visiting in Los Angeles 
at present who has had the unique 
experience of having been buried alive. 
Not only was he buried alive, but he 
remained under ground for several 
days, and at the end of that time 
seemed no worse off than he was when 
the interment took place. | 

The event occurred in Colorado sev- 
eral years ago, but being very. sensi- 
tive concerning it, he managed to keep 
the papers from getting hold of it, and 
no mention of the case has ever be- 
fore appeared in print. 

Fotheringham was one of the large 
army of fortune-seekers which over- 
ran the San*Juan country in Colorado 
in the early eighties, and who, in com- 
pany with two other men, James Ww. 
Richardson and Alexander McDonald, 
succeeded in locating a most promising 
prospect early ‘in their first season. 
The summers are short in that sec- 
tion, however, and the winters long 
and severe, and the three prospectors 
had been able to do but little devel- 
opment work when snow began to fly. 

The men were loth to give up their 
work, because if they did so the prob- 
ability was they could-not resume Op- 
erations for five or six months, as 
there was always so much snow in 
the cafions and gulches during the 
cooler months of the year it was im- 
possible to travel at that time. Not 
relishing the idea of allowing their 
claim to lie idle so long, the miners 
resolved to lay in a stock of provi- 
sions and mining material -sufficient 
to last them until communication could 
be reéstablished with the outside 
world in the spring, and to stay by 
their prospective wealth all winter. 

The provisions and mining material 
were procured accordingly, and after 
otherwise securing. themselves as much 
as possible against the onslaughts of 
the coming winter, the men devoted 
their attention and energies to the de- 
velopment of their prospect. A tunnel 
was started into the mountain, and 
exceedingly satisfactory progress was 
being made when one day & cave-in 
occurred, catching MoDtnald and 
breaking his arm, and knocking Fother- 
ingham senseless. Fotheringham: wis 
moved as quickly as possible into the 
fresh air at the mouth of the tunnel, 
notwithstanding the 
breezes blowing, he did not revive un- 
til six or seven hours had elapsed. Dur- 
ing that time Richardson, assisted by 
McDonald, whose arm had been set 
and splinted and bandaged as well as 
the limited material at hand and Rich- 
ardson’s equally limited knowledge of 
surgery would allow, made an exam- 
ination of Fotheringham’s nijures, but 
they found little more than an insig- 
nificant scratch on the head, and as 
his consciousness soon returned they 
gave it little heed. 

Fotheringham was well enough to go 
to work the following morning, but 
returned at nightfall with @ severe 
headache, the experience being repeat- 
ed on the subsequent day, but he com- 
plained that ‘the headache had mani- 
fested itself earlier and that it seemed 
to be more severe. This happened for 
several days in succession, he reporting. 
his headache to come on earlier each 
day, and each day seeming to be more 
severe than it had been on the pre- 
ceding day, until one morning he stated 
he felt unable to go to work. 

He remained quiet in the cabin all 
day, but his headache came on as 
usual, and when evening arrived he 
retired. to his bunk suffering intensely. 
This experience was repeated every 
day for several days, but one morn- 
ing he did not rise at his usual hour, 
and as he manifested. no signs of ris- 
ing one of his comrades went ‘to his 
bunk to arouse him. He found him 
rigid, cold and apparently dead. 

It was about the’ middle of March, 
and unusually warm and pleasant for 
that time of the year, but deeming 
outside help inacessible, McDonald and 
Richadson set about burying Fother- 
ingham’s supposed remains unaided. 
As the ground was frozen to a depth 
of four or five feet, and as it was also 
covered with snow to about that 
depth, it was decided to bury him tem- 
porarily underneath the floor. of the 
cabin, it being one of those half-dug- 
out affairs not infrequently seen built 
into the sides of the mountains in min- 
ing sections, but unlike the ordinary 
dug-out in having its front extended 
out some eight or ten feet, the space 
below being boarded in and used as a 
storeroom for such supplies as were 
not affected by cold weather. 

As McDonald’s incapacitated 
him for manual labor, the burden of 


‘digging the grave fell upon Richardson, 


but as the ground was frozen, and con- 
sequently. very hard to dig up, and as 
the grave was intended to be a tempor- 


lary one only, he desisted from his labor 


after he had attained a depth of not 
over three feet. A rude coffin was 
constructed out of some of the rough 
boards intended for use in timbering 
the tunnel, and on the day following the 
discovery of Fotheringham’s supposed 
death, he was placed into the coffin and 
buried, and the fact that he was buried 


with large frozen clods is probably a 
reason why he was not suffocated 
while so entombed, as there doubtless 


was a limited respiration, and fresh 


air must have been supplied tHrough 
the crevices between the rough boards 
and between the clods of earth. Why 
he was not frozen, however, is an inex- 
plicable matter. 

As the warm weather continued un- 
abated, McDonald and Richardson had 
searcely concluded the interment of 
their comrade before they decided to 
make an effort to communicate with 
Fotheringham’s brother, William R. 
Fotheringham, at Silverton, as the 
close proximity of a dead man was not 
at all agreable to the superstitious 
minds of the two miners, and they 
wanted the supposed corpse removed. 
It was at that time the writer became 
acquainted with the case, as the two 
miners were successful in their efforts, 
and as he knew the three prospectors 
very well, he decided 
William on his trip to the place where 


his brother was buried. Soon after our 


arrival there, which was on. the seventh 
day after Fotheringham’s interment, 
we began the exhumation of the re- 
mains, with the intention of eventually 
shipping them East. For some reason 
not mow recalled, as soon as the dirt 
was removed from the lid of the coffin, 
the lid was removed and the man lay 
exposed to us in his grave, which, as 
was said before, was not over three 
feet deep. And at this juncture there 
was a startling episode. | 

After looking at him for a minute 
or two, Richardson stepped to one side 
of the storeroom and was peering out 
of a small aperture in the wall when, 
without a sound, or without any pre- 
monitory sign of life whatever, the sup- 
posed corpse of David Fotheringham 
in an instant, the ypovement being so 
quick the eye of the writer could not 
follow them, although he was standing 
at the foot of the grave and was look- 
ing into Fotheringham’s face at the 
time, rose from the grave ard clearing 
its side and the intervening space in 
one bound, stood at Richardson's back 
with his hands on Richardson’s shoul- 
ders. 

As may well be imagined, there was 
consternation among those who were 
standing around the grave, and the 


storeroom was quickly vacated by all

but the writer, who ‘was at first s0 


paralyzed with horror that he could not 
stir, but later became possessed of @ 
vague idea that Fotheringham was 
just emerging from a cataleptic state, 
which’ proved to be the case. 

Richardson was nearly frightened 
out of his wits. He heard the commo- 
tion behind him, and feeling the touch 
upon his shoulders, turned but to see 
Fotheringham’s face peering into his 
own. He gave a yell, and, bolting 
through the aperture through which he 
had just been peering, rushed down 
the mountain side. 

Fotheringham turned an astonished 
and inquiring face upon the writer, 
who, as soon as he had recovered his 
voice, explained as well as he could 
what had happened. Fotheringham, 
however, had no remembrance of any- 
thing which had occurred during the 
interim between the time he had retired 
on the night he was supposed to have 
died and the time when he saw Rich-~ 
ardson vanishing through the hole ia 
the wall. 

It was deemed advisable for him to 
return to Silverton with his brother, 


however, and consult a physician, but . 


later, as his headaches, continued, he 
went to Denver and had his skull tre- 
phined at the seat of the external in- 
jury, the surgeon finding an acicula 
of bone impinging upon the dura mater 
and a circumscribed meningitis. He re- 
covered from the operation promptly, 
and simce that time there has been 
no manifestation of any trouble other 
than the ordinary ones to which man- 
kind in general is subject.
